W hen the senate convened at noon today, S e n ­ 
ator Lodge took up the pending resolution of approval of the Presid e n t's 
action in .he M exican crisis. 
Mem bers of the house filed into the sen­ 
ate chamber and crow ded the rear of the hall. 
’This resolution uses the word 'justified’ instead of ‘authorized, ” said 
senator Lodge. “,The re su lt w ill be the same. 
Th is resolution does 
not 
contemplate the declaratio n of w ar The P re s id e n t in his message dis­ 
claimed any hostilities tow ard Mexican people, but this resolution carries 
with it armed Intervention. The consequences of arm ed intervention are J n 
many respects precisely the same as war, but they present a 
task 
less 
apable of speedy com pletion, less fer-tile in speedy glory of victo ry won 
and may bring a long peroid 
of 
the exercise of w hat would be the pol­ 
icy lower in a foreign cou n try involving vast expenditures, groat loss of 
life, perhaps and afte r m any months and possible years, possibly o n ly the 
satisfaction of feeling that 
we had brought b ack peace and order

The house passed late last ev ening 
the resolution em pow ering the presi­ 
dent to use the arm ed forces of the 
United States to punish the Mexican 
dictator. 
When the resolution went to the 
senate it was held 
up by Senator 
Lodge’s protest 
against 
immediate 
consideration. 
The 
resolution went 
to the committee on foreign relations 
and tho senate adjourned to await its 
report. 
T he v ote In the house was 337 to 
37. 
Fiv e Democrats v oted against it. 
T he point raised in th e debate was 
th at the resolution elev ated the Mex­ 
ican dictator to 
an 
unw arrantedly 
high position, inasm uch a s President 
Wilson 
asked 
permission 
to 
mov e 
against Huerta alone ra th e r than the 
Mexicans. 
Sev eral 
debates 
held 
H uerta's people must suffer with him. 
and that the resolution therefore was 
wrongly worded. 
The resolution reads: 
"A 
joint resolution justifying the 
employm ent of the arm ed forces of 
the United States in enforcing cer­ 
tain 
demands 
against 
Victoriano 
H u e rta : 
“Resolv ed, B) the senate and 
h ou se 
of representativ es, In 
congress 
a s ­ 
sembled. that the president 
of 
the 
United .States is justified in the em­ 
ployment of 
th e arm ed forces of the 
United States to enforce the demands 
upon 
Victoriano H uerta for unequi­ 
v ocal amends to the gov ernment of 
the United .States for affronts and in­ 
dignities committed again t this gov ­ 
ernm ent by General H uerta and his 
representativ es." 
All this followed the appearance of 
President Wilson before a joint ses 
sion of the two houses, when he read 
an address asking authority to mov e 
on Huerta.
